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News |Landfill problems aired at meeting

appreciative of people 
wanting to fill out 
applications for 
employment at the new 
LexaMar Corporation 
that is trying to build a 
plant in Boyne City, 
the company isn’t 
ready yet.

Ground is expected 
to be broken today, 
Wednesday, for the 
new public assisted 
apartment housing 
project on Division 
Street. The project, 
years in getting all the 
approvals, will add 
some much needed 
housing to the city.

Last week’s special meeting of 
the Evangeline Township board 
and city officials from Boyne City 
did not provide township residents 
with any solutions to the problems 
that they say exist at the Boyne 
City landfill, but it did open lines of 
communication, according to 
Township Supervisor Bessie Van 
Dorn. 

“Tam hoping it will start com- 
munications and get something 
done,’’ she said. 

Van Dorn added that until the 
township retained a lawyer in 
response to Evangeline township 
residents’ petition requiring the 
city to honor its contract made with 
the township when the landfill was 
developed or close the landfill, the 
city made no serious effort to 
answer the complaints of the 
residents. 

“T don’t think anything would 
have been done if it hadn’t been 
for the petitions,’’ Van Dorn said. 

Anne Thurston, Evangeline 
township clerk, agreed that lack of 
communications have been a 
problem. She added that she 
thought last week’s meeting, 
which Van Dorn called to open the 
lines of communication, was very 
successful. 

City Manager Randy Frykberg, 
Commissioners Cass Toton and 
Bill Grimm, and City Clerk Tom 
Garlock represented Boyne City at 
the meeting. Also attending the 
meeting was Health Department 
Sanitarian Larry Levengood. 

Residents of Evangeline Town- 
ship who attended the meeting 
voiced anger over what they said 
were violations of the con- 
tract authorizing the utilization of 
their township for the landfill and 
fear of water contamination be- 
cause of the unlicensed landfill. 

‘“‘The number one concern is 
water pollution,’’ Thurston said at 
the meeting. She later added that 
residents are frustrated by the lack 
of conclusive results from water 
testing. 

A contractor put in four test 
wells at the landfill site last winter. 
The city received results, con- 
sidered inconclusive by the Mich- 
igan Department of Natural Res- 
ources because a better repres- 
entative sample was needed, but 
the township did not. Frykberg and 
the commissioners resolved to 
share any such information 
received. 

New information should be 
received this week on subsequent 
testing done at the site. Accord- 
ing to Larry Thornton, DNR Dis- 
trict Groundwater Quality Super- 
visor, in a telephone interview, 
results were received last Friday 


and Monday with a report being 


forwarded to the city soon. 

Additional samples will be taken 
by the DNR, and the wells will be 
continually monitored, Thornton 
said. 

According to Larry Levengood, 
County Health Department sani- 
tarian, the health department 
tested some of the resident's water 
samples in 1982 but did not 
attempt to draw conclusions at that 
time. 

‘‘We didn’t detect any immed- 


iate problems,'’ he said. He added 
that those 1982 samples will be 
used for comparisons with current 
sample data. 

‘‘We don’t have anything yet 
that is conclusive, but the DNR 
says there are problems,’’ Van 
Dorn said, summing up the town- 
ship’s view of the situation. 

Frykberg, who stressed the 
city’s willingness to cooperate with 
the DNR when water samples were 
requested, said they hope to have 
clear evidence as to whether there 
is water contamination within the 
two sets of tests. 

“We don’t want to hide some- 
thing,’” he said. 

But township officials and resi- 
dents were not easily appeased. 
Although talk of closing the landfill 
quieted some of their concerns, the 
possibility of water pollution 
remained an issue. 

‘Will the water quality problem 
be resolved here?’’ asked Thurston 
after hearing Frykberg’s plan to 
get the city out of the landfill 
business. ‘‘If the water is con- 
taminated, what will be done,’’ she 
asked Frykberg. 

He said that DNR policy is to 
provide the residents with an alter- 
nate water source. 

“It’s very difficult, if not impos- 
sible to clean up a ground water 
aquifer,’ Frykberg said, adding 
that it is much easier to prevent 
contamination from occurring. 
“‘Our basic goal is to get out of the 
landfill business and out of the 
present site.”’ 

But for Eunice Genson, who with 
her husband Walter lives near the 


landfill, the city manager’s words ' 


were of small comfort. 

‘Because of that landfill, our 
property is devaluated,’’ she said. 
“If our water is gone, our land is 
worthless,”’ 

She added that if the water is 


contaminated, she intends to sue - 


the city and the township. The city, 
she said, should keep its garbage 
in the city. 

‘They don't want it there and 
we don’t want it either,’’ Genson 
said. 

But water pollution wasn’t the 

only concern of the township resi- 
dents. Complaints of blowing 
papers, litter along the roads and 
high rodent populations at the 
landfill were voiced. 
- Van Dorn questioned the legal- 
ity of dumping the garbage on the 
ground and covering it with dirt 
dug from a pit, rather than placing 
the garbage in a trench. She 
indicated later that trenching is 
required under the local zoning 
ordinance. 

City Manager Frykberg explain- 
ed that the above ground dump- 
ing was a landscaping procedure 
used to level the site. 

“It’s all in the manner of try- 
ing to get better landscaping 
done,’’ he said. 

But this explanation did not 
appease Walter Genson. Genson, 
who formerly farmed the acreage 


. now used as the landfill, insisted a 


pit be dug. He said he has seen 
debris blowing from the landfill 
from a pile as high as the large, old 
one-story townhall building where

Boyne City and Charlevoix. 


‘Kelly gets a $2,400 travel ex- , 


pense per year for the use of his car 
for school business. 
Fox also asked the board why is 


_ there too much money on hand in 
‘the general fund. The fund equity, 
“he said, is costing the taxpayers 


too much money. 
Fox said that the school can 


_borrow money cheaper than the 
taxpayer could if they’ had to - 


borrow to pay their taxes. 


He ended by asking the board if 


they really need so much’ of a 
surplus? ‘Is it because you have to 


cover 10 percent on the mistakes of -- 


the budget?” he concluded. 
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the meeting was being held. He 
scoffed at the notion that the 
above-ground dumping had any- 
thing to do with landscaping. 

“Level of the land, hell,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Let them dump it on the 
main street of town." 

Levengood said that a lack of an 
organizational plan for use of the 
landfill site has contributed to the 
problem. He added that such a 
plan was not required in 1966 when 
the landfill was developed.

The 
landfill has come under much attention this past week 
as the township and the city held a joint meeting to 
establish some lines of communication between the 


Boyne City schools held their first 
long meeting of the year Monday 
as the first four items on the 
agenda took three hours to hear. 
The last 12 items only took an hour 
more. 

Taking most of the time was a 
presentation on a computorized 
energy management system that is 
being considered for both the high 
school and the elementary school. 

The system wold cost the school 
system about $40,000 if cash were 
paid for it, or it could be leased 
from the company for three or five 
years. The company estimated 
that the system would pay for 
itself as the estimated savings 
would fall into the $6,000-$7,000 
per year area. They are also 
figuring on a five year payback in 
the savings generated by the 
system. 

Members of the board expressed 
concern that the cost of the system 
may require a bidding process 
which could delay the installation 
of the equipment. The company 
concurred saying that the way the 
sale of the equipment was figured, 
the bidding probably would not be 
neccessary. 

- Bill Coberly, the man: hired by the 
board to help figure out how the 
school can save energy money, told 
the board that in several other 
cases where the same sort of 
project required bidding, the firm 
making the presentation was the 
lowest bidder. 

The board deferred making a 
decision until a special meeting 
which will be held next Tuesday 
evening when other. bids may be let 
for other parts of the energy saving 
project. 

The board also beard a review of 
the auditors who looked over the 
financial side of the schoo] system. 
Bob Carpenter,. of. the firm 
Robertson and Carpenter told the 


- board that this year things are in 
‘better shape than last year’s 


budget showed.. 
: As Carpenter. went cheough the 
audit report, he pointed-out areas 
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According to Frykberg, recent 
efforts have been made to follow 
an organized layout. 

Other residents complained 
about the amount of litter in the 
area, directly attributing it to the 
presence of the landfill. 

According to Penny Belford, 
who has lived one mile from the 


‘landfill for 17 years, the city has 


cleaned up well] by the road, but 
back in the weeds are papers and 
boards scattered by people hauling 


that the 1984-85 budget covered 
page by page explaining the ac- 
counting procedures to the board 
and how the figures were arrived.

BC Schools borrow $348,070, 
almost buy energy system 


They also granted a maternity 
leave of absence to instructor, 
Mrs.Corine Babb.

The 
amount of the money being 
borrowed is less than previously 
Kelly told the board, because of 
summer taxes being collected and 
a higher fund equity. 

Tuition rates were also set by the 
board at Kindergarten, $1,687.69 
per student per year; grade 1 - 6, 
$3375.38; 7 through 12, $3493.52.

He 
wrote a best seller, ‘‘Anatomy of 
an Iiiness’', in which he gives 
vitamin C and laughter full credit 
for helping his body to recover 
from a serious illness that doctors 
believed would cripple him for the 
rest of his life. Cousins further 
asserts that laughter not only heals 
but plays a big part in keeping us 
healthy. In the last ten years, a 
number of doctors have come out 
in support of this view. They are 
aware that certain biochemical 
changes occur in our bodies when 
we laugh, but they don't know 
much about them. Except that 
they’re good for us. 

It doesn’t matter to most of us 
what changes occur in our bodies 
when we laugh. We do care, 
though, that laughter does nice 
things for relationships. Smiles 
have always been considered the 
big good-will gestures. Smiles are 
ok, but they’re namby-pamby. 
Laughter is vigorous. It reaches 
out and involves those around us.

it’s essential. For instance, those 
years when our children are ad- 
olescents. That's a time when a

One of the 
lovliest verses was written by 
Hilaire Belloc:

East Jordan Budget, new ordinance and 
fire equipment spark meeting 


A favorable report on the city’s 
budget, a new garage sale ordin- 
ance, bids for municipal contracts, 
a farmers’ market at Memorial 
Park and new fire equipment, were 
among the topics at last week’s 
East Jordan city council meeting. 

According to Dennis Holly, city 
auditor, everything is in order with 
the city’s finances. 

‘The only area I’d really look at 
is the transfers out of the general 
fund,’’ Holly told the council, who 
accepted his report. The auditor 
added that the city must keep its 
cash reserves up. 

In other action, the council 
adopted a new garage sale ordin- 
ance that limits garage sales in the 
city to 10 days per year per 
location, with a maximum of two 
sales. The new ordinance, effective 
Aug. 26, requires a permit be 
obtained to hold a garage sale. 
There is no fee for the permits. 

Council also approved a recom- 
mendation by Public Works Sup- 
erintendent Mike Dionne to adver- 
tise for bids for the repaving of 
Main street between Williams and 
Division streets, a skid pier at the 
Tourist Park and a well house for 
well number five and the instal- 
lation of 3,900 feet of 10-inch water 
main running from the well to the 
corner of State and Griffin roads. 

A suggestion was put forward by 
Dionne on behalf of the East 
Jordan Garden Club to hold a 
farmers’ market in Memorial Park 
on Tuesdays and Fridays during 
the harvest months.

The council also took the next 
step toward purchase of a new, 
one-ton pick-up truck for the East 
Jordan fire department by setting 
public hearing dates to amend the 
fire department budget by $20,000 
in order to purchase the vehicle 
and related equipment. 

Eighteen pagers will also be 
obtained for fire department use, 
following action by the council. 

Although $1,800 was already 
earmarked in the fire department 


budget for the pagers, which will 
allow quick summoning of the 
department’s firemen, Fire Chief 
Dick Barnett needed council appro- 
val to ‘‘redirect funds’’ to obtain 
the additional $400 needed to cover 
the cost of a three-year lease- 
purchase plan. 

Council also resolved and 
approved a lot split request made 
by Don E. Timmons and to amend 
the 1985/1986 budget to provide 
payment of the Harbor bill. 

A proposal to hire a consultant to 
assess the city’s computerization 
needs failed as council members 
said they wanted more information 
about a consultant's fees and 
services. Mayor Sweet asked city 


clerk Kathy O’Rear to provide 
council with the requested infor- 
mation so the proposal could be 
addressed again at the next 


meeting. 


The next regularly scheduled 
council meeting is August 20. A 
special council session will be held 
Thursday, Aug. 15 at 7 p.m. to 
discuss East Jordan library's 
proposal to change its status from 
a public to a district library. A joint 
meeting with the library, Friends 
of the Library, and East Jordan 
Public Schools on the library 
budget issue will be held at 7 p.m. 
Aug. 21 at the library.

Boyne sets policy for boat ramp parking 


Boyne City Commissioners 
jumped into the quagmire 
surrounding the Boyne City 


Landfill when, during the public 
comment part of the meeting, 
Marsha Towne asked the com- 
missioners what they were 
proposing to do after the meeting 
held last Wednesday. 

The commissioners were told by 
City Manager Randy Frykberg 
that a proposal would be coming 
within 30 days, the same as he told 
the township at their meeting. 

Commissioner Steve Moody told 
Towne that the landfill would be 
closed today, or last week, if the 
DNR had wanted it closed, and the 
city also wants to get out of the 
landfill business but doesn’t have 
the money to comply with all the 
regulations that would be needed. 

“We just don't have the money,” 
Moody said. 

Commissioner Thelma Behling 
suggested that the city look into a 
plan where the entire city is forced 
to pay one company to handle the 


refuse. 

That plan is in effect in Durand, 
Mi., where she has spent some time 
recently. 

Other commissioners told Towne 
that they are working on the 
problem, but will not be making 
any decisions until after the money 
is found. Other alternatives are 
being looked at which could help 
get the city out of the landfill 
business. 

All of the action occurred at the 
Tuesday noon meeting of the city 
commission. 

In other action, the city agreed to 
set up a new policy covering the 
use of the city owned boat launch 
parking lot. 

In the new policy, any vehicle, 
trailer or boat left overnight must 
be registered with the police 
department. 

While the first two days of 
parking will be free, any additional 
days of parking will cost the user 
$1.00 per day.

““Thanks to the com- 
pany’s _ reforestation 
efforts, these proper-

Charlevoix’s famous cookie baker a winner 


Failed expectations 
sometimes result in 
great discoveries. For 
example, Ruth Wake- 
field once tried to make 
a _ chocolate-flavored 
cookie by dropping 
fragments of chocolate 
into her usual Butter- 
drop Dew batter. But, 
to her surprise, the 
Dew drops didn't melt, 
and the chocolate chip 
cookie was born. 

Mrs. Wakefield’s 
discovery in the kitch- 
en of the Toll House 
Inn, in Whitman, Mas- 
sachusetts, proved to 
be no small thing. 
Now, 55 years later, 


each year (about a half- 
billion pounds) to lay a 
chip-studded bridge to 
the moon. 


All of that is by way 
of introduction to 35 
year old Tom Knee- 
land, a mild-mannered 
cook/ 


restaurateur, 


baker and epicurean 
entrepreneur who has 
put Charlevoix, Michi- 
gan, on the cookie map 
with a bulging, over- 
sized, sinfully-sweet 
concoction called 
Tom’s Mom’s Choco- 
late Chunk Cookie. 


Tom's Mom’s 
(named for a lady who, 
her son says, is a 
‘‘good cook,’’ but 
never made cookies) is 
no pedestrian pastry. 
For one thing, it is 
thicker (nearly two 
inches) and wider 
{about four inches in 
diameter) than your av- 


Leer chocolate which is 
chunked by hand from 
10-pound blocks. 


On a good day— 
usually one on which 
the tourist traffic is 
heaviest in Charlevoix 
—Tom and his crew 
turn out as many as 
10,000 cookies for the 
multitudes who stop by 
Tom’s Cafe on Bridge 
Street. He used to bake 
them in the kitchen 
there, but the growing 
market demand— 
mostly from mail 
orders~necessitated a 


bakery down the block 
and around the corner. 

Sales-wise, Tom’s 
Mom's rank some- 
where between Fam- 
ous Amos and 
Unknown Jerome, to 
name just two of the 
leading brands of gour- 
met chocolate 
chippers. 

Taste-wise, however 
Fom’s Mom's has few 
peers. People maga- 
zine recently conduc- 
ted a taste-off to 
determine the best-of- 
the-best of the nation’s 
chocolate chip cookies. 
Among the seven final- 
ists were Mrs. Wake- 


Mom's came in third, 
behind Famous You- 
Know-Who and Mrs. 
Field's, a brand turned 
out by a 29-year-old 
homemaker in Park 
City, Utah, who bakes 
in a convection oven. 
But the judges (who 
included Willard Scott, 
the television weather- 
man) were completely 
taken by Tom's Mom's

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Surveys show duck numbers lowest in 30 years 


The total breeding 
number of ducks this 
year is the lowest re- 
corded during 31 years 
of surveys, and in- 
cludes declines in all 
but one of the 10 duck 
species most important 
to waterfowl hunters, 
the U.S. Fish and Wild 
life Service reports. 

Mallard _ breeding 
populations reached an 
all-time low of 5.5 
million in 1985, while 
the continental north- 
ern pintail population 


fell below 3 million for 
the first time in 31 
years. Populations of 
other important spec- 
ies such as shoveler, 
gadwall, scaup, canvas 
back, redhead and 
wigeon also showed 
marked declines from 
last year. Only green- 
winged teal increased 
slightly over last year. 
Reports from key 
breeding areas in the 
U.S. and Canada in- 
dicate that the over- 
all duck breeding pop- 


ulation totalled just 
under 31 million this 
year, compared with 38 
million last year. 

The low duck nest- 
ing populations come 
at a time when many 
wetland basins, pre- 
viously dry or at re- 
duced levels as a re- 
sult of several years of 
drought in the prairie 
pothole region of 
southern Canada, have 
benefited by spring 
run-off. Overall pond

in the southern parts 
of the prairie provinces 
of Canada increased 
significantly from last 
year, but extremely dry 
conditions still persist 
in some areas. In the 
U.S. prairie breeding 
areas, wetland num- 
bers declined in the 
Dakotas over last 
year’s improved condi- 
tions, while habitat in 
much of Montana 
remains poor. Breed- 
ing areas in northern 
Canada are generally 
good, with some excep- 
tions in northwestern 
Alberta and northeast- 
ern British Columbia. 
Spring arrived very 
late in Alaska, where 
persistent snow and ice 
may significantly 
impact nesting water- 
fowl. 

The information on 
duck numbers and hab- 


itat conditions comes 
from surveys conduc- 
ted by teams of U.S. 
and Canadian biolo- 
gists. The North Amer- 
ican waterfowl survey 
is the most extensive 
wildlife census in the 
world. Each May, the 
biologists fly 38,000 
miles of transects at 
low levels in small air- 
craft over major por- 
tions of the breeding 
grounds. In addition, 
other crews on the 
ground provide survey 
information to correct 
for the birds not seen 
from the air. The May 
surveys provide data 
on both the general 
conditions of nesting 
areas and the number 
of ducks and geese in 
these areas. In July, 


additional flights are 
made over some of the 


same areas to deter- 


mine the number of 
duck broods produced. 
This information is 
used to forecast the 
anticipated fall popula- 
tion of ducks. The ‘‘fall 


flight forecast’’ is used 
by U.S. and Canadian 
federal, state, and pro- 
vincial wildlife agen- 
cies in establishing 
annual hunting 
regulations.
